On 1/13/72 Lieutenant FRANK GODSMAN, #xxxk Seventh 
Precinct, Na'sgau County Police Department, Seaford, New York, 
advised that his his commandconducts security and criminal 
investigations in Massapequa and Massapequa Park, New York. 
He stated that the publication "Massapequa Free Press" has 
never come to his attention. He advised further that Dr, 
JOSEPH DASHEPSKY, a prominent and well known orthopedic 
surgeon resides at 21 Wenwood Drive, Massapequa tark, 

New York, and that in all probability PAUL DASHEPSKY is his 
son. He stated he has never heard of PAUL DASHEFSKY and his 
files contain no record of this individual. 


GODSMAN advised he would alert his éommakd for 
any information concerning instant publication, G5 
Rie 


The current Nassau County Miennoneae 
lists CLALTRE DASHEFSKY at 21 Wenwood Drive, Massazequa, 
New York, aay one number LI 1=5383, 


On 4417/72 a pretext telephone contact was made 
with an individual self-identified as PAUL DASHEFSKY at 
@ aS Eelephone Number LI 1-5383, under the 
3S oF! at the SUNY, Stonybrook, who is organ 
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of student editors of various high school and underground 
newspapers. 


It was learndd through this contact that PAUL DASHEFSKY 
is a 16 year old senir at Massapequa High School, Massapequa, 
New York and that he resides at instant address with his 
parents. His fahher is a practicing physician in the area. 


DASHEFSKY advised that he is the editor of ank 
independent newspaper known as the "Free rress", but that 
the paper is not publishing at the present time, altnough 
he has hopes of resuming publication sometime in the future. 
He cited apathy and circulation problems as well as finances 
as reasons for not publishing, but that he is interested in 
the publishing field and would’like to become identified with 
a publication. 


He stated that his political views are liberal and 
generally anti-establishment in that he blames the establishment 
forthe present war in Vietnam, discrimination and other 
social ills which he and members of his generation would like 
to change. He stated he is opposed to violence and never has 
advocated violence in his publication. He feels that there may 
come a day when Americans will have to resort to violence, but 
that for the present he is content. to attempt to change the 
system by legal means within the system. 


He advised that he and his fellow students at baa 
Massapequa High School had published several editions of’ the 
#Free Press" in the community and around the High School. He 
stated the printing was donelocally and not by regular printing 
press although he attempted to secure printing contracts from 
sources in New York City. He advised no attempt hdd been made 
to secure any mailing priviledszes and no post office box had 
been rented, 


He related that material was mostly local and written 
by himself and several of his friends, but that they had taken 
excerpts from several underground newspapers to which he has ‘ 
access. He related that the issues distributed in the High 
School were favorably received by most students and several of he 
thefaculty and that the administration had made no real 
attempt to curb the distribution of the paper. 


DASHEFSKY advised that he is working toward future 
editions of the paper and has made plans to improve the paper 
and secure additional assistance in publishing from students who 
are interested. He admitted that there is no prospect of 
securing any real financing and that the finacnes will have to 
come from himself and those students he interests in the 
paper. . 
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He advised he is hoping to bring out an 
the paper sometime during the winter, but could make 
e¢ mmittment.

advised that he is not familiar 
with the "Massapequa Free Fress" and that no attempt has been 
made to secure a bo% or mailing priviledges forthe publication 
at his post office. 


On 2/7/72, Detective GEORGE DAVIS, Crime Prevention 
Bureau, Seventh Precinct, Nassau County PD, advised that he 
had confidentially ascertained that the publication "Massapequa 
Free Press" or "Free Press" is not being disseminated in the 
Massapequa or Massapequa Park area nor is it being distributed 
in the local High School. He ascertained that several editions 
had appeared in the Massapequa High School during the fall of 
1971, but that no editions have been observed recently. 


DAVIS advised he was unable to obtain a copy of the 
publication and ascertained that the local High School had none. 
He further ascertained that PAUL DASHEFSKY attends Massapequa 
High School and has been identified as the editor of the 
"Free Press". DASHEFSKY has been in no trouble at the high 
school, although he is known as a liberal and avid anti-War 
individual, who tomether with several of his intellectual 
friends at the high school have attempted to drum up anti-war 
sentiment, but have not caused an} disruption or violence. 


DAVIS advised that Dr 
well known in Nassau County as one of e foremost orthopedic 
surgeons, He has a nummber of influenti: friends and contacts 
locally. He is not known as a political aktivist. 


In view of the above no further investigation is 
being conducted regarding this matter, as thé\above reflects 
that the paper is not presently being published and its 
principal publisher is a 16 year old high school student. 


In view of the prominence of Dr. JCSEPH DASEEFSKY 
locally, no contact was made at Massapequa High School, as no 
established source presently exists at this High School. 
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
